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INTRODUCTION 

Mr.  Thomas  Hardy  has  placed  me  under  an  obligation 
by  his  permission  to  reproduce  in  facsimile  MSS.  of 
two  of  his  poems,  and  a  portrait  by  Mr.  E.  O.  Hoppe, 
hitherto  unpublished,  which  appears  as  frontispiece. 
Also  very  kindly  he  has  allowed  me  to  distinguish  my 
compilation  by  dedicating  it  to  him,  though  he  assumes 
no  responsibility  for  either  its  necessity  or  its  accuracy. 
It  would  be  superfluous  were  I  to  attempt  any  estimate 
of  Mr.  Hardy's  work.  I  cannot  do  better  than  refer 
the  student  to  Mr.  Lascelles  Abercrombie's  study : 
Thomas  Hardy^  A  Critical  Study,  by  Lascelles 
Abercrombie  (Martin  Seeker,  1912),  and  to  those 
many  essays  referred  to  in  the  last  section  of  this 
book. 

I  have  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Clement 
Shorter,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  a  generous  gift  of 
two  of  his  six  privately  printed  Hardy  nugce,  for 
invaluable  assistance  in  tracing  obscure  contributions 
which  appeared  in  periodicals,  some  of  which  are 
now  defunct.     Mr.  Shorter  is   probably  the  greatest

authority  upon  Hardy  bibliography,  and  it  is  a  matter 
for  regret  with  me  that,  owing  to  the  exigencies  of  my 
military  service,  I  have  been  unable  fully  to  avail 
myself  of  his  kind  offer  of  unlimited  help. 

Mr.  E.  Williams  of  Hove  has  given  me  material 
assistance  by  presenting  me  with  two  Hardy  nugcB 
printed  at  Hove. 

I  must  also  express  thanks  to  Mr.  W.  E.  Redway 
of  the  firm  of  Frank  HoUings,  Mr.  Thomson  of 
Messrs.  Stevens  and  Brown,  Mr.  A.  Edward  Newton, 
a  well-known  American  collector,  the  Librarian  of  the 
Institute  of  British  Architects,  Mr.  Robert  H.  Dodd 
of  New  York,  Messrs.  Harper  and  Brothers,  Messrs. 
Macmillan  and  Co.,  Messrs.  Triibner  and  Co.,  Messrs.

At  the  same 
time  I  have  kept  in  view  the  literary  student  who  will 
find,  I  believe,  a  complete  catalogue  of  the  writer's 
works.

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THOMAS  HARDY'S  PRIZE  ESSAY 

Those  who  are  familiar  with  the  biographical  notice  of 
Mr.  Thomas  Hardy  in  the  Ena/clopcedia  Britannica  are 
aware  that  he  secured  the  Prize  of  the  Institute  of  British 
Architects  for  his  essay  '  The  application  of  coloured  bricks 
and  terra-cotta  to  modern  architecture/  submitted  under 
the  motto :  *  Tentavi  quid  in  eo  genere  possem.'  The 
following  note,  which  is  the  text  of  the  judge's  criticism, 
is  likely  to  interest  Hardy  students : — 

'  The  author  of  this  essay  has  scarcely  gone  sufficiently  into 
the  subject  proposed,  and  that  portion  referring  to  moulded 
and  shaped  bricks  has  scarcely  been  noticed.  The  essay,  as  far 
as  it  is  written,  is  a  very  fair  one,  and  deserves  the  medal,  but, 
for  the  above  reason,  we  cannot  recommend  that  the  supple- 
mentary sum  of  £10  be  given  with  it.' 

THOMAS  HARDY'S  FIRST  BOOK 

In  the  Atlantic  Monthly,  March  1915,  Mr.  A.  Edward  New- 
ton's article  'Amenities  of  Book  Collecting'  throws  light 
upon  Hardy's  first  book.  The  collector  tells  how  he  bought 
of  Hutt,  for  five  shillings,  an  autograph  letter  of  Thomas 
Hardy  to  his  first  publisher,  Tinsley,  from  Brockhampton, 
Dorchester,  December  20,  1870,  concerning  terms  for  the 
publication  of  Desperate  Remedies.  The  letter  is  in 
Mr.  Newton's  collection,  and  is  printed  in  the  article 
referred  to  above. 

'DESTINY  AND  A  BLUE  CLOAK' 

In  a  letter,  dated  September  12, 1874,  from  4  Celbridge 
Place,  Westbourne  Park,  to  the  editor  of  the  New  York 
Times,  Mr.  Hardy  mentions  that  he  is  forwarding  the  MS. 
of  a  short  story  with  the  above-named  title  '  at  the  request 
of  Mr.  J.  H.  Fyfe,  Savile  Club,  on  terms  probably  known 
to  yourself.' 
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Note, — Of  privately  printed  Hardyana  described  in  the  en- 
suing section  the  most  important  are  Mr.  Clement  Shorter's  six 
4to  pamphlets :  Song  of  the  Soldiers,  Letters  on  the  War,  The 
Dynasts — Prologue  and  Epilogue,  Before  Marching  and  After, 
In  Time  of  '  The  Breaking  of  Nations,'  and,  last  but  not  least, 
Domicilium,  Mr.  Hardy's  earliest  known  production  in  verse, 
written  between  1857  and  1860.

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THE  WESSEX  NOVELS 

The  first  volume  of  the  Wessex  Novels  edition  made 
its  appearance  in  1895,  published  by  Osgood,  M'llvaine 
and  Co. ;  in  1897  the  imprint  changed  to  that  of  Harper 
and  Brothers.  In  1902  Macmillan  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  took 
over  the  publication  of  Mr.  Hardy's  works.

'  Wessex  Poems,'  1898,  and  '  Poems  of  the  Past  and 
the  Present,'  1902,  were  issued  also  in  white  buckram 
with  similar  gilt  lettering  and  design,  and  gilt  edges. 
The  collations  are  similar  to  those  of  the  dark  green 
cloth  issue,  except  that  the  latter  is  taller  by  about 
quarter-of-an-inch.  The  white  buckram  issue  is  less  well 
known  than  that  in  cloth ;  it  was  evidently  intended 
for  presentation.  These  two  volumes,  although  they 
are  not  novels,  are  given  in  the  'Wessex  Novels 
edition,  owing  to  the  fact  that  they  are  uniform  with 
the  novels. 
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N.B. — The  publishers'  names  on  the  backs  of  volumes 
should  correspond  with  the  imprints  inside.  When,  in 
1897,  Harper  and  Brothers  took  over  the  publication 
of  the  Wessex  Novels  they  also  acquired  the  stock  of 
those  volumes  which  were  not  out  of  print,  and  these, 
although  bearing  Osgood  and  IVl'Ilvaine's  imprint,  were 
bound  up  in  Harper  and  Brothers'  cloth.  This  important 
point  is  particularly  to  be  observed  in  *Two  on  a 
Tower,'  'The  Mayor  of  Casterbridge,'  and  'The 
Return  of  the  Native.'
